CHICAGO, 
August 25.—The Daily 


News' Imdianapolis (Ind.) special says: 
More crooked transactions in the man- 
agement of the State finances by Demo- 
cratic officers during the last four years 
have been discovered. 
It has been 


found that in 1885 they collected from 
the counties $249,646 of revenue that 
legally belonged to the nest fiscal year, 
and this was not properly credited on 
the books. They also charged to in- 
creased receipts $600,0000 of temporary 
loans, which represented a refunding 
transaction at 4 per cent, in 1883. 
They also anticipated the revenues to 
the amount of $213,047 15, and by these 
methods succeeded iu making it appear 
that the State was in a better condition 
financially at the end of the Demo- 
cratic administration than it ever was, 
when, as a matter of fact, they took 
charge of State affairs with a balance of 
over $500,000 in the treasury and left it 
wore than bankrupt. It is believed that 
other illegal transactions will be discov- 
ered.
